1. The information disclosure statement filed September 28, 2010 fails to comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and 
MPEP § 609 because It was filed after allowance and fails to meet the requirements for consideration. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of 
any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing 
element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing 
the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See MPEP § 609.05(a). 

Examiner notes that the current IDS was filed with a date stamp page showing that an IDS was filed August 2, 2006 which would 
have been after the filing date of the instant application and prior to the first office action in the application. However in examining 
the papers, examiner was unable to find any listing of the application serial number. MPEP 502 - explains what happens where 
papers are submitted with no application number: 

All correspondence related to a national patent application already filed with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office must include the 
identification of the application number or the serial number and the filing date assigned to the application by the Office. Any 
correspondence not containing the proper identification set forth in 37 CFR 1.5(a) will be returned to the sender by *>the Office of 
Patent Application Processing (OPAP)<. Each paper should be inspected to assure that the papers being returned contain either an 
"Office Date" stamp or a TC date stamp. A minor error in the identification of the application can be corrected by the Office provided 
the correct identification can be quickly discovered. Examples of minor errors are transposed numbers, typographical errors, and 
listing the parent application number. The failure to give any application number is not a minor error. The Office often experiences 
difficulty in matching incoming papers with the application file to which they pertain because insufficient or erroneous information is 
given. This applies especially to amendments, powers of attorney, changes of address, status letters, petitions for extension of time, 
and other petitions. 

Because the failure to list the serial number of the application is not a minor error, and examiner cannot find any evidence that these 
papers were filed with the serial number or something through which the serial number could be easily identified, this information 
disclosure statement does not meet the requirements for the September 28, 2010 date they were received in the office. Thus they have 
not been considered by examiner.
